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CHAPTER I. 


An ACT laying Taxes for the Year One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Ninety-Scveh, 
{ Paſſed, January the 22d, 1398.] 


E it enacted by the General Aſſembly, That the public taxes for the year 


one thou- 
land ſeven hundred and ajnety-feven, ſhall be as follows, to wit: 


Section I. On lands, 


for every hundred dollars value, agreeable to the equalizing law, thirty eight cents; for eve- 


ry flave above the age of twelve years, (except ſuch as haye been, or ſhall be exempted by 
reaſon of age or inhrmity, by the reſpective county. or corporation courts) thirty- five cents; 
for every ſtud horſe and jack-als, the price at which ſuch horſe or aſs covers àa mare the ſea- 
ſon ; for all other horſes, mules, mares, and colts, nine cents each; for every ordinary li- 
cenſe, ten dollars; for all lots and houſes in towns, four dollars and ſeventeen cents, on every 
three hand: ed and thirty-three dollars and thirty-four cents of the reat thereof, to be aſcer- 
tained by the rent paid by the tenant ; and where ſuch houſe gr lot is in the occupation of the 
proprietor, the yearly rent or value thall be afcertained by the commiſhoners of the revenue or 
either of them, by a compariſon of its value with other houſes or lots actually rented: Pro- 
*wpided, That the owner or proprietor of any ſuch houſe or lot, if he thinks himſelf aggrieved 


by ſuch valuation, may appeal to the court, by whom the commiſiioners were appointed, whoſe 
judgment as to the yearly rent or value, mall be final. 


Sec II. THE ſaid commiſſionets or either of them, to aſcertain the rent paid on houſes or 
lots actuaily lealed, may call on the tenant; or proprietor, to declare upon oath, or folemn 
affii mation, what is the amount of rent paid for the ſame; and every perſon ſo called upon 
and refuſing to declare, thall forteit and pay che fum of three hundted dollars, to be recovered 

by motion, on ten days previous notice, to be made by the commiſſioners ot the revenue, or 
either of them: For every four wheel riding carriage, except phætons and ſtage waggons, one 
dollar per wheel; for all phætons and ſtage waggons, f1xty-leven cents per wheel; for every 
other riding carriage with-two wheels, thirty four cents per wheel: Provided, That no tax thall 
be collected on lands, lots, houſes, or other property belonging to this commonwealth, or to 
any county, town, college, houles for divine worthip, or ſeminary of learning. 


Sec. III. AND be it further enafted, That the following tax on law proceſs ſhall be paid: 
On each writ or declaration in ejectment. inſtituting a ſuit in the diſſrict court, or ſubpœna 
in the high court of chancery, the ſum of one dollar; on each appeal to the high court of 


chancery, two dollars; on each writ of error, ſuperſedeas, and habeas corpus cum cauſay fil- * 


ing wy record of appeal on appeals to a diſtrict court, or to the high court of chancery, and 
on each writ of certiorari iſſued from the general court, a diſtrict cout, and high court of 
chancery, one dollar; the ſaid taxes thail, by the reſpective clerks, be taxed in the. bill of coſts ; 
and if any clerk thall fall to pay the amount of any judgment obtained againſt him for the uſe 
of the commonwealth, within ſixty days after he thall have received notice thereof, the auditor 
ſhall rranſmir to the court, of which the perſon ſo failing is clerk, the ſaid notice, and his cer- 
tificate of ſuch failure, which ſhall be by the ſaid court admitted to record, from which time 
until it hall appear by a certificate of the auditor, to be alſo recorded,. that ſuch judgment is 
diſcharged, it thall not be lawful for the ſgid clerk to charge, collect, or receive any tees what« 
ever; on each certificate, under the ſeal of any county or corporation court, there thall be 
paid a tax of one dollar. No writ of ſubpœna, or any writ of error, ſuperfedeas, certiorari, 
or habeas corpus cum cauſa, thall be iſſued or declaration in ejectment, filed by any clerk, 
ualeſs the taxes hereby impoſed thereon, be fitſt paid down. In all appeals, no tranſcript of 
the record ſhall be delivered to the appellant by the clerk of the court, or forwarded by him 
to a ſuperior court, before the taxes thereon be paid, nor ſhall any certificates under the ſeal 
of any county or corporation court, be granted, until the tax thereon ſhall have been firſt paid 
to the clerk keeping ſuch ſeal.” There thall be paid forty-two cents for every transfer of a 
ſurveyor's certificate for land, to he collected by the regiſter of the land- office, defore the iſſu- 
ing of the patent, For every atteſtation, proteſtation, and all other inſtruments of publication, 
fron a notary public, under his leal of office, fifty cents, to be collected and accounted for by 
the ſaid notary public, and one dollar for each certificate, under the ſeal of the common- 
wealth, to be collected by the cletk ot the tounci}, before the delivery of ſuch certificate, 
which laſt mentioned taxes, ſhall be accounted for, and paid in like manner, and with the
